Open Secrets iii Cookery. 
Both doctors and epicures agree upon 
rare meats—the former for digestion, 
the latter for taste, and that all meats 
and game are the better for slight cook­ 
ing, wifh the exception of real and pork 
—that they do not recommend at all. 
It is quite common, now, for the phy­ 
sician to order a sandwich of raw beef 
-that is, a slice of uncooked beef, 
minced fine, seasoned—and spread be­ 
tween two thin slices of bread—as far 
more nourishing for weak digestions 
than cooked meats. It is only the idea 
of rawness, it seems, that is in the way, 
and not the taste, as when it is out of 
sight most people can learn to like this 
rarest of beef. The same reason that 
ordains the juices must run in the le^ 
of mutton when the knife goes in, and 
that the game must only “ ily past"' the 
kitchen lire, is behind this, and herein 
is why broiled meats are so delicate aud 
palatable. 
The outside is so quickly cooked that 
the juices within are not affected bv 
the lire. Just what happens to milk 
when it is boiled, the thickening of the 
akin on top, and what is seen also in a 
hard-boiled egg, occurs in meats; the 
albumen—the nourishing quality- is 
hardened and toughened when rn* at is 
too long exposed to heat. 
So the care­ 
ful housewife who puts her meat in the 
oven early, well malted, and watches it 
from time to time as all the juice 
draws out of it with the salt and the 
heat, until a hard brown round or rib 
is ready to be put on the table, has 
really extracted from the meat almost 
all its nourishment, and gives the fam­ 
ily a mass of dried fibers to chow. 
Inis also explains why much (and 
most) frying spoils good meat. 
The 
“surprise,” as a French c«»ok says, is 
the main thing. 
You must have a hot 
oven for whatever is to lie roasted, and 
a bed of very hot coals for broiling, or 
fat that is Lot enough to send up i 
blue smoke for whatever is to be fried 
Then the outside is immediately har­ 
dened over, and the 
rest of the 
process must depend upon Hie size ol 
the piece. The trouble with most fry­ 
ing is that the fat is not hot, the meat, 
or fish, or mush, or oysters are left to 
sizzle a long time, until they gradually 
brown, by w hich time they are dr}* and 
tasteless. But the *udden plunge into 
smoking—not burning—fat. which the 
quick change of color on the surface 
shows, keeps all the taste and fresh­ 
ness in the article to be cooked. So 
with all roasts—a very hot oven at 
first, and no seasoning until the meat 
browns, keeps the juices intact. 
But 
Hie joints must not lie suffered to burn, 
and the oven must bt* cooled off a little 
a3 soon as the outside is well coated 
▲Her this the old rule of fifteen min­ 
utes to a pouud can be varied to suit 
taste, and as the household can take its 
meat rare. But the meat must be 
elastic to the pressure of the finger, or 
it is “done to death.*’ 
Fish also mu**t 
be rapidly cooked; oysters require to 
be merely dropped for a minute into the 
boiling liquor, because Hi.* juices of all 
these must not be suffered to toughen 
into leather, but kept as nearly as pos­ 
sible un/cooked. —Exchange.

The Furl liquate at Manilla. 
Accounts iii detail are at hand of the 
earthquake that took place at Manila 
on the 18th of July. Although the 
town was almost entirely destroyed, 
the loss of life happily was small. "But 
ten persons are known to have been 
killea. and there were twenty-nine 
wounded. The shocks continued for 
about a minute and a quarter only; but 
In that time were wrought the most 
tremendous disasters. The Palace, Ca­ 
thedral, Admiral’s house and every 
building of note in the place were over­ 
whelmed in the twinkling of an eye. 
Nearly all the inhabitants were made 
homeless and great suffering ensued. 
The next day the volcano called Tai 
burst into eruption, ami this, although 
near Manila, reassured the people, who 
thought the outlet thus created would 
prevent a recurrence of the shocks of 
earthquake. 
Captain Talbot, of the 
British steamer Lsmeralda, has given a 
remarkable description of the catastro­ 
phe, his ship having been near enough 
to Manila to render the crew7 eve-wit- 
nesses of its destruction. The Esmer- 
alda had cleared and was on the point 
of leaving the roadstead when the 
calamity occurred.

This is no imaginary talk, but some­ 
thing similar or worse is often uttered, 
and girls who spring up from childhood 
to maturity inclined to such false no­ 
tions are not the kind to make the wives 
lf* whom the hearts of their husbands 
ran safely trust, and their children 
will not rise up and call them blessed. 
Waste and extravagance go hand in 
hand; and those who thus seek their 
own gratiGeation anti indulgence bring 
no comfort to those with whom they arc 
most closely connected, because they 
I minister to their own selfish desires re- 
! gardless of the good of others. 
Parents often err, doubtless, by being 
j over strict in matters of economy, aud 
I while trying to enforce its practice 
I teach their children to feel only disgust 
at the idea. 
For this reason, perhaps, 
together with some others which are 
hard to explaiu, the young seem to 
shun the very idea of economy of late, 
and would feel that they were outside 
of the pale of good, or rather ^rented 
society, if they allowed themselves to 
speak of it; but to attempt to practice 
it would shut them away from certain 
acquaintances as altogether an inferior 
class of beings. 
Many who are absolutely compelled 
to try and economize closely, look upon 
it as an evil to be greatly deplored, and 
to be attempted 
secretly. 
For the 
world they would not have it known 
how they “strive to keep up appear 
aures” by outwardly bringing their 
surroundings into some little harmony 
with their more wealthy neighbors. 
The ingenuity they must practice to do 
this- and to conceal the many depriva­ 
tions they submit to rather than forego 
this outside show, would be worthy of 
all praise if practiced openly, without 
regard to foolish criticisms. 
Those who have the gift to practice 
a judicious econojnv, 
aud carefully 
watch to prevent any waste because it 
is right, not from any mean, miserly 
desire to hoard and carry the practice 
into all the departments over which 
they rule, are blessed with a talent for 
which they may be grateful. 
This tal­ 
ent judiciously used is recognized by 
all sensible people as most desirable, 
even by those who are placed iii cir­ 
cumstances where there is no necessity 
for rigid watchfulness and care. 
But it is not merely as a matter of ne­ 
cessity that we wish to urge all good 
housekeepers to look to this, and see 
that thrift and care in the management 
of their affairs is not simply a duty 
which 
their 
own interest demands 
should be conscientiously practiced, 
but if rightly viewed it is, or may be, a 
source of great pleasure. 
The frugal 
use of the means put into their hands 
may give more true pleasure to those 
who have an abundance of this world's 
good than they can find in the usual 
round of fashionable amusements and 
dissipation, which is too often supposed 
to be the distinctive mark of good soci­ 
ety.—Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher, in 
Christian Union. 


Two Approaching < bluets. 
Two periodical comets are now ap* 
f{roaching perihelion, but it is not like- 
v that either of them will become visi­ 
ble for some weeks yet, unless in the 
largest telescopes. 
Faye's comet will 
be nearest the earth on the Sd of Octo­ 
ber (at the distance 1.09 that of the 
sun), but will not be in perihelion uutil 
the 22d of January next year. 
It was 
discovered ou November 22, IST!, and 
observed at each of the subsequent re­ 
turns. passing its perihelion on tile last 
occasion on July 18, 1873. 
This comet 
was detected by Mr. Common at Eal­ 
ing. with his large reflector, on August 
2, in the position given by Dr. Axel 
Moiler's ephemeris. 
The theoretical 
intensity of light at this date was 0.078, 
which rallier exceeds that at the first 
and last observations at the appearance 
in 1830-'51. 
Tile comet was very small 
and extremely faint when the sky was 
not quite black. 
The faintness of tho 
comet will prevent its being well ob­ 
served at any time with ordinary tele­ 
scopes. 
Since its last appearance in 
1873, when only four obseivations were 
secured, the etlect of perturbation lias 
been to lengthen tho period 0(5.3 days, 
aud to retard the arrival at perihelion 
by 38 days, the main part of this per­ 
turbation having been produced by 
| Jupiter in 1873. 
Tho other. 
Winnecke's periodical 
j comet, was discovered in 1819 by Pons, 
I and not seen again until 1858, when Dr. 
Wiunecke determined satisfactorily the 
circumstances of its orbit. 
The* last 
passage through perihelion occurred on 
March 12, 1875; the next, according to 
Prof. von Oppolzer's calculations will 
fall on the 4th of next December. 
But 
the position of the comet at this return 
will be very unfavorable for visibility at 
places where there are sufficiently pow­ 
erful telescopes to afford hope of see­ 
ing so faint an object. 
Dr. von Op. 
polzer believes that at the next return, 
in 188G, tile circumstances will be far 
more likely to give astronomers an op­ 
portunity of observing the comet. 
Be­ 
ing also unfavorably placed in 18G3, it 
was not seen at all that year, when it 
passed its perihelion in tile autumn.— 
a .
